iN my Jaft I promifcd you an account of a Ball lately 
voided by Madam C — //, after fo fevere Pains that 
jher Life was in danger, but fihe is not willing to have k 
cut, and the bulk of it is much ftiort of what I can now 
give you an an account of from another hand $ but this 
may ierve as a further inftance of the danger of f wallow- 
ing the Stones of Fruit, for immediately after, ftie voided 
fcveral Plumb Stones, tho fhe had not of 12 months before, 
eaten any oi that Fruit. Captain Weft, who gave me the 
favour of a Vifit, told]me 5 he had once fhm 2 larger Stones 
voided by a Neighbour, than any of thofe 3 formerly 
mentioned : He has fince procured them ion me, and the 
leifer of r them is fomewhat larger than the biggeft of the 
othtr, but the other is furprkingly great y tfte'fortn of it* 
is not much unlike the Ethimts Shell or Helmet Stone, flat 
onane fide and roundiftf on the other 5 'tis above 6 inchey 
oneway, and 7 the other, in Circumference. Mr H; 
Hodffinjhn (who is, I prefume, the Do&or or Surgeon 
concerned) fent this relation along with them, ^That 
they were t3ken from William Col dell of Green , May 
the 10th, Anna Bom* 1693. They weighed 9 Ounces- 
11 when firft evacuated, and were removed by Dyet Drink* 
41 with an Alfcaly Powder* and a Magiflxal Stomach- 
Flaifkr 5 that the Perfon dyed 7* years -after? of one too 
large to be evacuated 5. for upon the griping of it, bo
